Says Bailey Has Record of 


Extravagance, Waste, 


Broken Promises 


.SEARCY —Charging extravagance 


in the conduct of stale affairs under 
Governor Bailey and pledging himself 


lo an economical, business-like ad- 


mininstration if elected, R. A. Cook, 
former Pulaski county judge, formally 
opened his campaign for the .guberna- 
torial nomination with an address be- 
fore approximately 3,500 persons here 
Saturday afternoon. 


Speaking from a platform in the 


White county court house yard, Mr. 
Cook told his listeners: 


"I am making no promises. If elected 


governor, God being my helper will 
do for the people of Arkansas the 
very Ixvsl thai I can at all times, 'lhat 
is Die best promise that any man who 
ia honest can make you." 


Interrupted hy Applause 


Introduced by Mayor B. L. Oliver 


of Searcy, Mr. Cook spoke for more 
than hour. The crowd warmed up to 
Ihe speaker as his address progressed 
and frequently interrupted him with 
applause. 


There was extended hand clapping 


when Mr. Cook announcdc thai he 
favored repeal of Ihe compulsory aulo 
inspection law enacted by Ihe 1937 
Icgsilature. Applause also greeted his 
assertion that he would use his in- 
fluence if elected to retain Ihc state 
school equalizing fund to insure rural 
school districts having eight-month 
terms. 


The speaker also scored with his au- 


dience when he attacked special at- 
torney's fees, the use of state-owned 
automobiles and curtain Welfare de- 
partment expenditures which lie term- 
ed "grossly extravagant." 


Expressing appreciation for the vote 


he received in White county in the 
1936 
gubernatorial primary election, 


when he said ho was opposed by two 
of 
the strongest political machines 


in the history of Arkansas politics" 
Mr. Cook recalled thai he received 
about 62,000 votes without a machine 
of any kind. 


"I do not want to go lo the United 


Slates Senate, nor do I want any 
offce other than that of governor." 
he said, condemning Governor Bail- 
ey's acceptance of 
the Democratic 


committee's 
nomination 
for senator 


prior lo the special election last Oct- 
ober. "I will be willing to retire to pri- 
vate life at Ihe end of two or four 
years. I'll do the job and make Arkan- 
sas o g>od qovermir or I will not ask 
for a second term." 


Attacks Bailey Administration

boards and commissions, Mr. cook said 
that he would do a,way with "every 
politically appointed hoard and give 
Ihe slate some relief from taxation." 


Recalling that during Ihc 19,'iti pri- 


mary campaign Mr. Bailey promised 
lhat he would not ncrcasc taxes, Ihc 
candidate charged thai "one of his 
first acts was lo place a lax on every 
piece of meat and every piece of 
bread that goes down your throats."

"There has been a vacancy in the 


governor's chair for a year and a half. 
1 think you ought lo fill it," the for- 
mer Pulaski judge asserted. He con- 
tinued:

ernor with dignity. He started giving 
us dignity 
pulling Johnny Wells 


Icin unofficially polled 90 per cent of 
the total vote in Germanic districts. In 
Czech regions, pro-government parties 
gained majorities similar to those of 
the two previous Sundays of ballot- 
ing which were interpreted as a vote 
of confidence in Premier Milan Hod- 
za's government. 


The one election-day outbreak was 


at Macrisch-Schoenberg where five 
policemen and nine Henleinists were 
injured after police dispersed a vic- 
tory parade celebrating a big Sudeten 
vote. Shouting "Police have been club- 
bing our women," about 50 HenlcinLsts 
fought it out with police but finally 
were suppressed. 


Big Majority for Nazis 


The Sudeten parly tabulation of re- 


turns showed a total of 824,282 Ger- 
man votes including registered voters 
unopposed and elections thus were 
waived. Of this total Sudeten candi- 
dates received 739,820 votes. Out of a 
grand total of 1,268,6'I9 for the three 
elections—May 22, 29, and Sunday- 
Sudeten figures revealed 1,154,946 for 
Hcnlein candidates, 91,44 per cent. The 
party figures were taken with reserve, 
however, and" it was believed a neu- 
tral tabulation would .show about 87 
per cent of Czechoslovakia's Germans 
in favor of Henlein. 


The Sudeten fuehrer's most striking 


gain curiously was in 
Bra,lislavi(, 


chief city fo Slovakia, but even there 
Ihc government had a comfortable ma- 
jority. Honleinists receive 15,000 votes 
compared with 5,000 in the 1935 elec- 
tion. Father Tndreas Hlinka's Slovak 
Autonomist party received 8,000 while 
the government coalition r«.rties re- 
ceived approximatc-ly 25,000. 


Last of Scries 


The third and last of the municipal 


elections, involving some 4,000 com- 
munities, brought nearer a decision in 
the nation's conflict with her 3,500,000 
German minority. 


Reichenberg, Czechoslovakia's 
larg- 


est German city, was typical of the 
predominantly German towns. There 
the Henleinists polled 19,766 out of 
21,751 votes. 


While pro-government parties main- 


tained leads in Czech districts, the 
Communists appeared to be getting 
fewer votes than in the May 29 elec- 
tions, probably because Praha with its 
large working-class population already 
has completed its voting. 


With the elections out of the way, 


the government hopes to complete its 
formulation of proposals for a new 
nationalities statute.

proposed 


slatulc is designed lo settle Issues with 
all minorities in the country. Pro- 
posals nor scheduled to be handed to 
a representative of Hcnlein Tuesday.

sor of education and philosophy at 
Arkansas College, Batesvillc, deliver- 
ed an address at 2:30 p.m. Saturday 
in front of the Capital hotel in behalf 
of his candidacy for governor of Ark- 


nsas. 
He lashed out at the present admin- 


istration of Carl Bailey and came out 
in the open to declare himself against 
the liquor traffic and promised re- 
peal of the present liquor laws, if 
elected. He said counties would be 
given local option rights to be wet 
if they wished.

The speaker said that because of the

Discussing special attorney's fees, 


former Judge Cook said that Mr.

Bailey as attorney general, had flaunt-

ed promises he made as a candidate for 
that office to do away with such fees.

Dr. McNutt is a native of Arkansas, 


having been born near Searcy on a 
farm. He attended Heber Springs and 
Hussellvillc public schools and grad- 
uated from the Springdale High School 
and later from the College of the 
Ozarks where he received a bachelor 
of literature degree.

Wednesday Night Is Deadline 


to Obtain Voting Tax Receipt 


Midnight Wednesday is the absolute deadline for obtaining a poll 


tax receipt thai will entitle a citizen to vote in the August 9th primary. 


Sheriff James E. Bearden cautioned all citizens Monday that the 


practice of former years of issuing tax receipts past midnight June 15 
because of tho usual heavy influx of mail applications on the final day, is 
tills year prohibited by law. 


"The only receipts we will issue on mail applications Wednesday night," 


the sheriff said, "will be those that can be worked up in our office before, 
midnight. We will stop at midnight. The stale will pick up all receipt 
books early the next morning." 


At noon Monday Hempstead county had issued 3,838 poll tax receipts, 


against a normal primary-year strength of about 4,500. 


The only way the several hundred remaining citizens who expect 


to obtain poll tax receipts can be sure of getting them is to go to the 
sheriff's office personally, due to the strict embargo against a last-minute 
mail rush.

LITTLE ROCK — (#>)— The Arkan- 


sas Supreme Court in a unanimous 
decision Monday ruled invalid the 
section of the Barney toll bridge- 
highway act which would have nulli- 
fied the state's 1937 auto-testing law. 


The section of the Barney act, passed 


at the recent legislative seccion, pro- 
hibited collection of fees by auto- 
testing stations set up under the 1937 
model traffic act. 


Valadity of Ihe section was attack- 


ed in White county chancery court 
by a taxpayer who invoked the nul- 
lification clause in an injunction suit 
against Searcy county officals. Chan- 
cellor Dodge ordered the sut dis- 
missed, ruling that the section of the 
act was invalid because it did not 
come within the purview of the.gov- 
ernor's call for a special session.

The normal child will .soon learn

uncomfortable situation.

The knife is dipped into 
the virus and a stab wound is made 
on a point on the outside of the stifle 
of the bird which is devoid of feath- 
ers. The knife is held crosswise to the 
leg. 


In the follicle method five to seven 


feathers are plucked from the shank 
a short distance above the knee joint. 
The follicles are held open with the 
fingers and thumb of the left hand, 
and the vaccine is applied to the open 
follicles with a camel's hair brush.

Sewing Machines 


Hernpstead county 
home demon- 


stration club members who do their 
own sewing have found it pays to keep 
their sewing machines in good condi- 
tion. 


One of the most common and exas- 


narating sewing machine faults is 
breaking of the thread. Earl L. Arn- 
old, extension agricultural engineer,

remedied, once the cause of it is 
found.
